DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2-7,9-15,18-33 and 41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
corpectomy device having a first and second member that move axially to one 
another with a locking clip rotatably mounted on the first member and engages 
.the second member when locked was found to be novel. The prior art (5431658) 
did teach first and second members that can be moveable with respect to one 
another but movement only occurs when the locking clip engages the second 
member in the locked position. Prior art (5429447) did teach moveable first and 
second members having a locking clip that permits controlled movement in the 
unlocked position but the device was not engageable to spinal vertebrae.
